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REPORT FROM THE “ROUND ROOM” — 1963 


The theme, or the feature of this 1963 Town Report is 
the Fire Department. This Department of the Town was 
chosen not only because the purchase of a new fire truck 
represents a large expenditure of tax monies, but more par- 
ticularly because of the dedication of the men, and women 
too, to build and perfect the equipment, the physical plant, 
the efficiency, and the organization of the company. The 
women are especially mentioned because through their 
graciousness and interest the money raising projects and 
social events, as for instance the open house evenings at 
the fire station, have been very successful. Thus in a 
sense this Report is dedicated to Chief Earl A. Rowe and 
his company of men and women. 


The accomplishments of this group have been varied 
and spectacular. In itself the purchase of the truck involved 
careful thought and planning; every detail of its construc-. 
tion was carefully watched by the men of the department 
which meant numberless trips to the plant where it was 
constructed. And on delivery many man hours were con- 
sumed in assembling and storing hose, nozzles, and miscel- 
laneous equipment on the new vehicle. 


But even more ambitious than the truck was the con-; 
struction of a very handsome and useful addition to the 
fire station. This well constructed building, from concrete 
floor, and insulated side walls and ceiling, to attractive 
pine sheathed interior is no less than a monument to the 
enthusiasm and sacrifice of time and self of the people 
who built it. The need of the new section was brought, 
about by the plan to keep the old fire truck chassis on 
which to build a tank truck. Since no Town funds were 
available for construction the Department used their savings, 
amounting to a total of approximately $700.00 for materials. 
All labor was donated, and those who did not work made 
cash contributions amounting to $230.00, also used for 
materials. It is to be asked of the voters at the Annual 
Meeting to reimburse the Department for this expendture 
of their own money, and this sum ($700.00) is included in 
the Fire Department appropriation. 

There is more to this story of accomplishments. A 


hot air furnace was given to the company by the Webster, 
N. H. Fire Department. This heater was cleaned, restored, 
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and installed by the members and is now giving excellent 
service to the enlarged building. And at this writing a 
tank truck is being constructed on the old fire truck chassis. 
This latter truck will be of inestimable value in fire fighting, 
making it possible to arrive at the scene of a fire with water 
readily accessible “‘on wheels’. Construction cost of this 
unit is estimated at $225.00, including the purchase of the 
tank. The Department also plans to mount the pump from 
the old truck on the Dodge Power Wagon. The total cost 
of these changes, estimated at $400.00, is also included — 
in the Fire Department’s requested appropriation. 


Therefore, we say in understatement: Congratulations 
to the Fire Department. 


The story of the beginnings of the Fire Department is 
to be found in the pages of this Report, and shows how the 
blood, sweat, and tears of the early years laid the founda- 
tion of this year’s accomplishments. 


New Look In the Town Report 


All the way through the Report from the Warrant 
through the Budget, “Taxes Assessed’’, “Comparative State- 
ment’, “Summary of Payments’, etc., the order in which 
each item of appropriation or expense appears is the same. 
Also items are grouped with related subjects under major 
headings; for example “Town Officers’ Salaries’ is the 
first item under General Government, followed by “Town 
Officers’ Expenses”, ‘Election and Registration’, “Town 
Hall’, and “Social Security”. Primarily the “new look” 
is to make it possible for you to find any specific item more 
easily. Secondly, this method conforms to the various 
forms or reports that the Town’s officers send to the State 
and therefore the task of keeping and reporting records is 
made easier. 


Town Report 


The 1962 Town Report placed first in both the New 
Hampshire and New England municipal report competition. 
This is the seventh consecutive time in the N. H. contest 
and the sixth consecutive time in New England. 
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Planning Board 


First established by vote of the Town in March 1954, 
the Planning Board received new impetus at the 1963 Annual 
Meeting when the voters signified that it should be reacti- 
vated. Accordingly, seven members were appointed by 
the Selectmen; and the Board has met regularly and worked 
hard. Their story is told in a separate report elsewhere 
in this book. We urge all voters to givce careful consider- 
ation to the proposed zoning ordinance, and other work 
that the Planning Board is doing. 


Roads 


The Town Road Aid funds were expended on the 
Hominy Pot Road beginning at the New London Town fin 
and southerly about 1.1 miles. While work was in progress 
in this area it appeared to be a good time to have the servicés 
of the heavy equipment already there, and the State engin- 
eers to install two 72 inch culverts to replace the of 
wooden bridge. Thus the roadway over the brook oO: 
the culverts maintains the new width of the improved road 
instead of narrowing as it would have had to in order to 
pass over the wooden bridge. A withdrawal from Capital 
Reserve was made to pay for the material for this bridge 
replacement. As pointed out previously the project ‘on 
this road was undertaken in anticipation of future growth 
in this area and in an attempt to get the work done before 
there are any changes in the use of this road. We trust 
that future developments will prove the wisdom of this 
move. If the town wants to continue to receive T.R.A. 
funds an appropriation of $1,218.50 by the town would be 
matched by State money in the amount of $8,123.31 in 
1964. ) 


The so-called Duncan money was used to gravel the 
road to the Pressey Farm bridge from the corner by Waa- 
leigh State Park, and to gravel the surface of the work 
started on Shaker Street in 1963. A face lifting and widen- 
ing job was done on the road to Camp Blaisdell before 
camp opened for the 1963 season. The amount of money 
received from this source in 1963 was $4,935.15, and in 
1964 will be $5,216.33, an increase of $281.18. 


It is gratifying to note that the Highway Department 
kept expenditures within the funds available to them. 
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LOOKING AHEAD 
Town Hall 


Two fraternal organizations, The Sutton Women’s Club, 
and Sutton Grange have undertaken to enlarge the kitchen 


at the Town Hall: it is expected that this project will be 
finished before Town Meeting Day. There will be no cost 


to the Town for this work and from the plans proposed 
we believe that the kitchen will be more efficient and a 


-pleasanter place in which to work. 


New Equipment 


One of the problems that faces every business or house- 
hold today is the huge amounts of money that must be 


invested in machinery, labor saving devices in order to 


keep any operation efficient and modern. This is true 


-whether it be an automated steel mill, a cookie factory, a 
‘home, or a farm; and a town is no different, it also must 
--bPuy modern equipment that costs many Dollars. A year 


ago your Budget Committee and Selectmen worked out 


..what appears to be a feasible plan for developing a program 


of replacing and purchasing equipment to keep Sutton’s 
operations modern and efficient, and within the means of 
the tax-payers to carry it out. The plan calls for raising 


.a sum of money ($7,000.00) each year for the purchase of 
-equipment, and/or the retirement of notes of earlier pur- 


chases and/or setting aside a sum for future purchases 
in a Capital Reserve Fund. The total sum may be divided 
between the various departments as their needs become 
apparent, and because it is the same amount of money 


each year the total budget requirements are leveled off. 


That is, there should not be a wide variation from low to 
high needs for money to buy equipment as requested by 
the departments in various years. 


The idea of raising the same sum of money each year 


grew out of our first attempts along this line of raising 


one thousand Dollars annually as a Capital Reserve Fund 
for Highway Equipment and five hundred Dollars for Fire 
Equipment. These amounts were obviously too small not 
even equal to the amount of depreciation of equipment 
presently owned by the Town. However, the old program 
was a Start in the right direction, and what we had “‘saved”’ 
proved very helpful in the purchase of the last four wheel 
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drive truck, as this was paid for in one year with the 
Reserve Fund and a modest amount from that year’s taxes. 


Actually we embarked on the $7,000.00 a year plan 
‘in 1963 by the votes of the Annual Meeting to raise $3,500.00 
toward the price of the fire truck, and $3,500.00 for a 
Capital Reserve Fund for Highway Equipment, both out 
of current taxes. However, the votes applied only for one 
year; let it be clearly understood that it is not proposed to 
commit the town to this plan on any basis except an annual 
one; the plan is only an idea, a goal, a frame work in which 
to work. At present it is felt that that sum is an adequate 
one to develop a program of purchases for the years that 
can be seen clearly in the immediate future, and we suggest 
that the plan can be modified or enlarged to suit circum- 
stances. 


To illustrate how the purchase plan would work: In 
1963 the Town raised $3,500.00 in taxes to apply to the 
purchase of the fire truck, and $3,500.00 was set aside 
in Capital Reserve Fund for Highway Equipment. In 1964 
$2,375.00 is required to meet the note on the fire truck 
and the Budget Committee recommends that the balance 
of $4,625.00 be applied on the purchase of a tractor loader 
or, if the Town does not vote in favor of the loader to put 
$4,625.00 in the Reserve Fund for Highway Equipment 
against the day when the Town may see fit to buy or 
replace equipment for that department. The tractor loader 
could be purchased using the 1963 Capital Reserve of 
$3,500.00 and the 1964 appropriation of $4,625.00, a total 
of $8,125.00 available to apply on an estimated purchase 
price of $14,500.00: leaving $6,375.00 to be paid off in notes 
over a period of three years: $2,250.00 in 1965, $2,250.00 
in 1966, and $1,875.00 in 1967. 


The following table may help to make this clearer:

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There are two articles in the Warrant, No. 13 to pur- 
chase the tractor-loader, and No. 14 to raise $4,625.00 for 
a Capital Reserve Fund for Highway Equipment. It is not 
contemplated that the Town will accept or reject both of 
these articles; but it is hoped that the voters will act favor- 
ably on one or the other of them. Either of these are part 
of the plan just outlined, but the 1964 budget is set up to 
allow either one of them, not both. 


Primeval Pines 


The Society for the Protection of New Hampshire 
Forests is willing to give to the Town of Sutton a deed to 
the area known as the Primeval Pines Reservation as an 
outright gift by Quitclaim Deed, if the Town will vote to 
accept the same. Five hundred dollars of Town money went 
into the purchase of this land and it is recalled that the 
Society’s share of the price was one thousand Dollars. The 
Primeval Pines Reservation was acquired in two separate 
deeds, one small triangular shaped piece bordering on Shaker 
Street from Moses B. Pillsbury, and two tracts either side 
of the North Road from Robert H. Davis and Gertrude 
Davis Clay. The deed from the former is free and clear 
of any encumberances, but the second mentioned deed from 
Davis and Clay is subject to two conditions. First there 
are two rights of way, to be located by agreement, through 
the tract on the west side of the North Road to land lying 
on the west of that piece. Secondly, there is a clause in 
this deed of Mr. Davis and Mrs. Clay that requires that 
the premises shall be used as a “public park and forest 
reservation” or revert to the owner of the adjoining part 
of the Mary A. Davis premises. ‘‘Nevertheless, it is to be 
considered, and the condition of the foregoing deed is such 
that if the said premises shall cease to be used as a public 
park and forest reservation, they shall revert with any and 
all improvements thereon to the then owner of the adjoining 
part of the said Mary A. Davis premises’’. 
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The accompanying map may be a help in visualizing 
this area. 
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PRIMEVAL PINES RESERVATION 


We believe that the Town should vote to accept the 
gift of this land with the conditions as stated, Article No. 16 
in the Warrant asks to do this. 


Article by Petition 


Article No. 20 in the Warrant is presented by petition 
concerning the printing of the assessed valuations in 1964, 
and every ten years thereafter. 


First, all of the Town’s records are open for inspection 
by anyone at any time, and in particular the Selectmen’s 
“Blotter” books where each owner’s taxable property value 
is listed together with the tax for that year. Also the same 
lists are copied in an Invoice book and is in the Town 
Clerk’s office for examination by anyone and everyone 
during the hours that office is open. These assessed valu- 
ations are no secret now, and never have been. 
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Second, we submit that valuations are in the last 
analysis, no matter how scientifically computed, a matter 
of opinion. If the valuations are published it will only 
provide each person a chance to express his opinion on 
each valuation, and there would be as many valuations 
or opinions as there are people. The outcome of such 
a situation hardly seems beneficial. It seems to us that 
no matter how carefully valuations are made by three 
people that another group of three people can come along 
and make unfavorable comparisons from the list the 
former group has made. To Say it flatly, we do not believe 
that a list of perfect valuations can be made with which 
everyone will agree. Publishing the list in a handy form 
would only create groups of fireside appraisers who would 
only add confusion to a difficult problem. 


Furthermore there would be additional expense in 
printing this list, not to mention the added burden on some 
town officer to prepare it for printing; perhaps without 
added compensation. As for spending the extra money for 
this purpose we believe that a sum of money spent each 
year toward the preparation of a property tax map would 
be more beneficial. Such a map would be a helpful tool and 
aid to the Selectmen in their assessing. 


Interstate No. 89 


By Town Meeting Day or soon after you will see sur- 
veying parties in the vicinity of the North Road and along 
the route of the proposed Interstate Route No. 89, as the 
preliminary work is started on its location. We have been 
advised of the approximate course of this road through 
town, but no definite location will be finally settled until 
the ground survey is completed, and public hearings have 
been held. Roughly No. 89 will enter Sutton near the south- 
east corner of Town, a two lane north bound strip will be 
on the north and east side of the North Road, and a two lane 
strip, southbound, will be on the south and west side of that 
Road and Stevens Brook. These two “barrels” of No. 89 
will be from 700 feet to 3000 feet apart and the familiar 
North Road will remain completely intact in the median 
strip. An interchange in the vicinity of the Primeval Pines, 
an overpass over Route No. 114 north of North Sutton 
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village, then No. 89 will pass west of Rowell Hill, run 
parallel with but will not touch the Hominy Pot Road and 
enter New London east of the Hominy Pot section. The 
exact location is not now pin-pointed, but it appears that the 
site will be through wooded areas and practically no houses 
will be directly affected. The importance of this road to 
Sutton has been pointed out many times, along with a 
warning that it can also bring growing pains along with it; 
It has been in the rumor stage for a long time, it appears 
that it is going to become a reality, and relatively soon. 


Police Officer 


Article No. 19 in the Warrant asks if the Town will 
authorize the Selectmen to appoint the Chief of Police, at 
present this is an elective office. In the past on several 
occasions under the non-partisan ballot system there has’ 
been no candidate for this office, thus creating a potentially 
dangerous situation where a write-in, possibly unqualified, 
or an election of someone as a practical joke would result 
in no election. Only for this reason we ask to have the 
method of selecting the police officer changed. | 


Conclusion 


We thank all of the Town officers for the help they 
have given us, especially for preparing the material for 
this Annual Report at an early date. We find that there 
is an increasing pride in the Town and a growing interest 
in its affairs, witnessed by conscientiousness in all depart- 
ments to run them efficiently and well. We look forward 
with confidence in 1964 to a further growth of this spirit. 
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BUCKET BRIGADE TO PUMPER 


In 1929 the Store in the North Village changed hands. 
The new store operator also became the Village Postmaster. 
The first years were very busy years. It took a long time 
to become acquainted with the people and to learn their 
ways and customs. We had local people and summer resi- 
dents who came to us for a short time each year. Life was 
pleasant and profitable. 

The Town Government seemed to be ably handled by 
the Selectmen and the Tax Collector. The highways were 
adequately cared for by the Road Agent. What little Police 
work that was necessary was taken care of by our Chief of 
Police. The one gap seemed to be the fire protection prob- 
lem. In case of a fire all the people turned out to the fire, 
ready, willing and anxious to be of help, a tendency for 
which Sutton has long been known, when a neighbor was 
in trouble. There was adequate man-power available, but 
no tools, equipment or anyone to organize their efforts. 
Other than removing the furniture, nothing was accom- 
plished. 

Fire companies from near-by towns were usually sum- 
moned, but due to delayed calls, plus traveling time from 
the town called to reach the fire, the building involved 
was destroyed. They usually arrived to prevent the spread 
of the fire to other buildings. The elapsed time was usually 
fatal to the first building involved. 

The store operator, having always been interested in 
fire fighting and fire prevention, thought that this might 
be a way to show his interest in the Town and as an expres- 
sion of thanks for the kind reception that the People of 
Sutton had given him, started to see what could be done 
to organize some fire protection. 

Investigation revealed the fact that the Town owned 
three fifty-gallon Soda-Acid fire extinguishers, one for each 
village. The one at the South Village was very much in 
evidence. It was housed and received the close attention 
of that most esteemed and loved citizen, Harrington G. 
Wells. The one at the Mill Village was housed in the 
basement of the Town Hall. The one allocated to the North 
Village was housed in a closed building and the contents 
were frozen solid. It was moved to the basement of the 
store where after 3 days the ice melted and it was in service 
again. It remained there for some time. 


There were hotels, children’s camps and summer cot- 
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tages, most all of which had portable fire extinguishers, 
which were emptied at the close of the summer season. 
When contacted, they were very willing to leave them at 
the store for the winter and to have us recharge them, and 
give them back in the spring. When a fire occurred, these 
were loaded into a car, the two-wheeled Town extinguisher 
tied to the bumper and taken to the scene of the Fire. 


Even these feeble efforts saved at least one home after 
the barn had burned to the ground. The pumper summoned 
from out of town arrived, but not being familiar with Sutton 
territory and not having anyone to direct them to a proper 
place to pump, became stuck in the mud of an unsuitable 
road for a pumper. 


One of our most loved and respected summer residents 
“Dad” Mattern, after watching our efforts, thought we 
could do more useful work if we had a truck—one that 
could be kept loaded with whatever equipment we had, and 
ready to roll when a call was received. He asked the store 
operator if he would house a truck if he should provide one. 
Needless to say the offer was accepted quickly. A promise 
was made to create a home for the truck that would be 
warm and suitable and available at all times. A few months 
later a call was received from Dobbs Ferry, N. Y. Dad 
said he had a truck in front of his house and would someone 
from North Sutton come and drive it to Sutton. 


Carlton Bradford and I went to Dobbs Ferry the fol- 
lowing weekend and drove the truck to Sutton. It was 
an experience that neither of us will ever forget. The truck 
was an old American-LaFrance hose carrier—chain drive, 
pneumatic tires, high single wheels, right-hand drive. It 
was painted bright red and had plenty of polished brass. 
It was equipped with a siren, bell, large searchlight, and a 
fifty gallon soda acid tank, with a booster reel. It had very 
little fire fighting ability, but the red paint and shining 
brass provided the enthusiasm for organizing a volunteer 
fire department. 


The Fire Company purchased a 100 gallon tank to put 
on the fire truck and a small pump to mount on the tail 
step, to add more fire fighting ability to the 50 gallon tank 
already there. 


The next fire was the show place of the North Village, 
the Smiley House. The fire started on the top floor in the 
middle of the forenoon. The fire company bravely attacked 
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the fire. Had it blacked out in one end and turned to work 
on the other end when the water failed. They had to back 
out of the building in a hurry. We were depending on a 
bucket brigade to keep the tank full of water. The brigade 
were just a bit too enthusiastic when dipping the buckets 
into the brook. They dipped a bit too deep and some of 
the mud in the brook bottom was transferred to the tank. 
When the water failed we found six inches of mud had 
blocked the outlet from the tank. 


The outside aid arrived in time to prevent the fire from 
extending to buildings on the other sides of the Smiley 
House, but not in time to prevent the destruction of the 
building in which the fire started. 


Up to this time the Fire Company had been self-support- 
ing. To go any further with their work the Town was asked 
to provide 1000 feet of inch and one half hose and two 
lengths of suction hose. This request was passed by the 
Town Meeting. The company felt much encouraged and 
‘were prepared to battle a small fire. 


The next fire, about three months later, was the Hun- 
toon House, the largest tax paying piece of property in town. 
It was 1000 feet to the nearest water and four stories high. 
Fire started in the night. We knew we were not equipped 
to fight a fire of that magnitude. We called two towns for 
aid before we left the station. When we reached the nearest 
water and could see the size of the fire, we called still 
another town for help. Our line of small hose looked very 
pathetic on a fire of that size. When one outside company 
arrived short of hose to reach the fire, we attached our hose 
to theirs and increased the attack on the fire. 


Again it was the same old story. The outside trucks 
arrived to save the other exposures, but the Huntoon House 
burned down. A loss from which the town has never 
recovered. 


Once again the Fire Company faced the problem of 
more equipment or giving up the fight. A great amount 
of discussion and talks with other people, the company 
started to look for a major size pump. The company decided 
against any more worn out equipment. A new 500 gallon, 
self-powered pump was located that could be bought for 
$1000. Three of the citizens of North Sutton signed a note 
for that amount and the pump was purchased. However, 
before the note came due, the $1000 was raised by sub- 
scription in the North Village.

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The fire company borrowed some hose and a pumping 
demonstration was held at the Follansbee Inn and the 
church. The Town Selectmen watched the demonstration 
and were so favorably impressed that they ordered 1500 
feet of fire hose. It was a responsibility they took, but 
were upheld at the next Town Meeting. That pump is 
still in fine pumping condition after more than 20 years’ 
service, and will be incorporated into a second pumper that 
the Fire Company is building. The pump is still a good 
piece of equipment, but it is too old to be recognized by the 
Fire Underwriters. Some of the hose is also in use. 


Thereafter the fire company, like all fire companies, 
met with some success and also some losses. They were 
always able to make a good fight out of it. 


There were the war years when man power was very 
short. Fire fighting was carried on by over-age men and 
big school boys. Today the over-age men have retired and 
the boys are now men. The training they received as boys 
has stood them in good stead. Many of them are today’s 
firemen. 


Change in store ownership, required a change of loca- 
tion. The old blacksmith shop seemed the best location. 
A cement floor was installed and other changes made in the 
building. 

Last spring at the town meeting, the fire department 
came of age. The Town of Sutton purchased a new piece 
of fire fighting equipment, a pumping engine, comparable 
with any equipment in the surrounding towns. The new 
pumper required new and better housing. The men of the 
company gave up many Sundays and many evenings to 
build an addition to the fire station. They now have as 
nice a home for the new truck as the fine piece of equipment 
deserves. 


Under the leadership of Chief Rowe, and with the 
help of as fine a group of young men as any town could have, 
I am sure that the fire department will give the Town of 
Sutton the fire protection that it can be proud of. 


The store operator, village Postmaster, and the author 
of the story above is Vernon F. West. In recognition of 
his work in starting, and his continuing interest in the Fire 
Department, we quote the following citation given to Mr. 
West by Sutton Grange on behalf of the Town: 
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VERNON F. WEST 


“Sutton is your home town by adoption: you came here 
in 1929 from Auburn, Maine, and purchased the general 
store at North Sutton which you operated successfully for 
seventeen years before tending exclusively to the duties of 
Postmaster. From the beginning of your associations with 
Sutton you gave your support to many civic projects from 
Church and Improvement Society, to hockey rink, and base- 
ball team; but the one interest dominating all others, and 
based on the Christian principle of helping your fellow man, 
is your interest to protect your neighbor’s life and property 
irom FIRE. Many times we have heard you humbly, and 
inelegantly describe this high ideal in the homely phrase 
of ‘putting out the fire in someone else’s “‘shanty” ’ 


You started on a course of action that led you in paths 
that perhaps even you could not foresee. The first fire 
fighting equipment that you assembled was a motley array 
of fire extinguishers, gathered in from hotels and cottages 
for storage during the winter in your store, and you also 
gave a “home” to the two-wheeled extinguishers that the 
town owned. You called them the ‘tea kettles”. However, 
with the gift by the late Roy B. Mattern of the American- 
LaFrance truck, you started building a fire company and 
your troubles began in earnest. You built equipment, you 
fought fires where the odds were heavily against you, you 
raised money to pay the bills, you paid some of the bills 
out of your own pocket, and you endured the criticisms 
of the people in whose interest you were working. Only 
because you dedicated your body and mind to your ideal 
of protecting the other man’s “shanty” did you overcome 
the obstacles in your way. 


Recognition of your abilities, accomplishments and 
interests was made outside of Sutton by your election as 
President of the New Hampshire Fire Chiefs’ Club; and in 
that organization you furthered the training of volunteer 
fire fighters from all over the State. You also assumed the 
duties of Forest Fire Warden and you were active in the 
fire wardens’ associations, too. In recognition of your 
accomplishments and service to your community we are 
pleased to present to you this certificate:

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Believing that Sutton is due for tremendous growth in 
the next few years, and feeling that now is the time to 
make adequate plans for this expansion, your Planning 
Board has spent many hours this past year in a study of 
the situation. 


Since it would seem best to plan for this growth in 
an orderly fashion, our first step has been to work on a 
Land Use and Zoning Ordinance. We have conferred several 
times with, and have received much help from the Members 
of the State Department of Resources and Economic Plan- 
ning. We have compared zoning ordinances of many towns 
comparable to Sutton. We have talked to professional plan- 
ners. We have had help and many excellent suggestions 
from members of the Fire Department, the Selectmen, and 
many other interested citizens. 


We have proposed an Ordinance, on which as you 
know, we have held two hearings, and have had many inter- 
ested persons. We wish to thank them all for their help. 
The question of whether or not to accept this Ordinance 
is on your ballot at this Town Meeting. It is now up to 
you, the voters of Sutton. We hope you will see fit to 
accept it, for we believe it is for the future betterment of 
Sutton. 


However, this is only one of the functions of a Planning 
Board. A special effort will be made to bring new industry 
to the town. With the growth there will be new roads, 
which necessitate expansion of the Highway Dept. More 
building will mean need for more fire protection. More 
families will mean more children, and the need for more 
facilities to take care of their health and education. Need 
we mention right here that the town is extremely fortunate 
to have such efficient departments, now. Long range plans 
should also include possibilities of need for new capital 
equipment, new fire roads, dump location, etc. These are 
only a few of the matters that might well be taken into 
consideration shortly. 


We appreciate the help we have had in the past year 
from everyone, and look forward to seeing Sutton kept as 
a pleasant, friendly town, as well run in the future as it 
has been in the past.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 





The first payment of the bonds of the Sutton Central 
School was made April 1, 1954. The last payment will be 
made on April 1, 1968 and the school building will be free 
of debt. It seemed to be such a large undertaking and such 
a long way in the future before the building would be 
completely ours. It will be well for us to remember the 
spirit that was present when it was decided to start this 
new venture. 


There have been some changes in New Hampshire edu- 
cation in the last few years, and in the next ten or fifteen — 
years there are going to be even greater changes. The ~ 
world events are moving at a much faster pace and as the 
pace increases, the need for more education increases. More 
and more yonng people are going on for further training — 
beyond high school and more and more college graduates 
are going on to further study. This trend toward more 
education will continue as our world continues to become 
more and more complex. The need for unskilled workers 
decreases and the demand for skilled workers increases. 

It is therefore the responsibility of all adults to see that . 
our children do not drop out of school before graduation. ee 


The supply of teachers is increasing very slightly, but — wees 
the number of children is growing very rapidly, and some ~~ 
of my communities are learning what population explosion 
really means. Sutton does not have any marked populatin 
increase, but we are affected by the shortage of teachers. 
Thirty years ago graduates of Teachers Colleges were glad 
to accept positions in one room rural schools where they 
taught all eight grades, and there were many who did not 
secure positions. Today’s graduates of the Teachers Col- a 
leges are offered from a half dozen to a dozen different 
positions so they can be very particular. We have been > if i 
fortunate in our teachers and every effort should be made + . 
to keep them. i

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REPORT OF THE SUTTON SCHOOL BOARD 


An examination of our school budget for the coming 
year 1964-65 reveals an increase of approximately a 12 per 
cent or $6,402.46 more than budgeted for the year 1963-64. 
We may then estimate that school costs will represent about 
55 per cent of your 1964-65 tax dollar. There does not seem 
to be much indication that these costs will be reduced in 
the foreseeable future. In fact, it is much more logical to 
think that we will be faced with an increase each and every 
year. 


Since we do not qualify for state aid for assistance in 
the operation of our school, the additional costs must be 
borne by the individual property taxpayer. We have taken 
some facts and figures from the Report of the Interim 
Commission on Education which we feel are of interest to 
every citizen. 


“New Hampshire stands 50th or lowest on the list 
of the states in the percentage of the cost of public school 
education contributed by the state. Conversely, New Hamp- 
shire stands first or highest among the states in percentage 
of the cost of public school education paid by the local gov- 
ernment (that is the property tax). 


To be specific, federal aid now comprises 5%, state 
aid 5.6%, and local effort 89.44% in New Hampshire. This 
national average for the 50 states is a state contribution 
of 40% of the total cost of local public school education. 
New Hampshire at 5.6% is then far below the national 
average of state aid. We in New Hampshire are low in 
state aid if we compare ourselves solely with our neighbor- 
ing New England states as appears below:
